The  Public  Broadcasting  Act  of 
1967  (Act)  established  the  Corpo- 
ration for  Public  Broadcasting 
(CPB).  a  nonprofit  corporation,  to 
disburse  federal  funds  to  noncom- 
merical  television  and  radio  sta- 
tions in  support  of  station  opera- 
tions and  educational  program- 
ming. Section  399  of  the  Act  for- 
bids any  noncommerical  educa- 
tional station  that  receives  a  grant 
from  the  CPB  to  "engage  in  editor- 
ializing." Appellees  (Pacifica  Founda- 
tion, a  nonprofit  corporation  that 
owns  and  operates  several  non- 
commercial educational  broad- 
casting stations  that  receive  grants 
from  the  CPB,  the  League  of 
Women  Voters  of  California,  and 
an  individual  listener  and  viewer 
of  public  broadcasting)  brought 
an  action  in  Federal  District  Court 
challenging  the  constitutionality 
of  §  399.  The  District  Court  granted 
summary  judgment  in  appellees' 
favor,  holding  that  §  399  violates 
the  First  Amendment. 

Held:  Section  399's  ban  on  edi- 
torializing  violates   the    First

Brennan,  J.,  delivered  the  opin- 
ion of  the  Court,  in  which  Mar- 
shall. Blackmun.  Powell,  and 
O'Connor,  JJ.,  joined  White  J  . 
filed  a  dissenting  statement. 
Rehnquist,  J.,  filed  a  dissenting 
opinion,  in  which  Burger.  C.  J.. 
and  White.  J.,  joined.  Stevens.  J., 
filed  a  dissenting  opinion. 

Justice  Brennan  delivered  the 
opinion  of  the  Court 

Moved  to  action  by  a  widely  felt 
need  to  sponsor  independent 
sources  of  broadcast  program- 
ming as  an  alternative  to  commer- 
cial broadcasting.  Congress  set 
out  in  1967  to  support  and  pro- 
mote the  development  of  noncom- 
mercial, educational  broadcasting 
stations.  A  keystone  of  Congress" 
program  was  the  Public  Broad- 
casting Act  of  1967.  Pub.  L.  No. 
90-129.  81  Stat.  365.  47  U  S.  C.  § 
390e/  seq..  which  established  the 
Corporation  for  Public  Broadcast- 
ing, a  nonprofit  corporation  auth- 
orized to  disburse  federal  funds  to 
noncommercial  television  and 
radio  stations  in  support  of  station 
operations  and  educational  pro- 
gramming. Section  399  of  that  Act, 
as  amended  by  the  Public  Broad- 
casting Amendments  Act  of  1981. 
Pub.  L.  No.  97-35,  95  Stat.  730. 
forbids  any  "noncommercial  edu- 
cational broadcasting  station 
which  receives  a  grant  from  the 
Corporation"  to  "engage  in  editor- 
ializing." 47  U.  S.  C.  §  399.  In  this 
case,  we  are  called  upon  to  decide 
whether  Congress,  by  imposing 
that  restriction,  has  passed  a  "law 
...abridging  the  freedom  of 
speech,  or  of  the  press"  in  viola- 
tion of  the  First  Amendment  of  the 
Constitution. 

Appellee  Pacifica  Foundation  is 
a  nonprofit  corporation  that  owns 
and  operates  several  noncommer- 
cial educational  broadcasting  sta- 
tions in  five  major  metropolitan 
areas.  Its  licensees  have  received 
and  are  presently  receiving  grants 
from  the  Corporation  and  are  there- 
fore prohibited  from  editorializing 
bythetermsof§399  In  April  1979. 
appellees  brought  this  suit  in  the

NEGRO'S  FAITH  must  be  CONFIDENCE  IN  SELF

Jtj  e  has  been  considered 

j\ — |  both  a  prophet  and  a 
/^"  ^charlatan.  He  has  been 
^-  both  revered  and  rid- 

iculed. He  isfvlarcus  Garvey  and 
what  cannot  be  denied  is  his 
profound  impact  on  the  psyche 
of  black  people  in  the  20th  cen- 
tury. Garvey's  espousal  of  black 
nationalistic  principles  helped 
countless  blacks  realize  the 
beauty  and  grandeur  of  their 
history.  This  month— the  month 
of  his  birth,  now  designated 
African  Heritage  Month  — 
WPFW  honors  the  memory  of 
Marcus  Garvey,  perhaps  the 
most  controversial  and  pivotal 
figure  in  black  history. 

Jamaica  in  the  latter  part  of 
the  19th  century  was  under  Brit- 
ish rule.  The  society  was  strati- 
fied along  racial  lines  with 
whites,  who  were  in  the  minor- 
ity, comprising  the  artistocracy. 
Mulattoes,  or  "Jamaican 
whites,"  made  up  the  middle 
class  and  blacks,  who  substan- 
tially outnumbered  both  groups, 
the  working  class.  It  was  into 
thissocial  structure  that  the  man 
whose  parents  boasted  of  un- 
mixed black  blood  was  born 
August  17,  1887  in  the  town  of 
St.  Ann's  Bay,  Jamaica. 

Though  legal  discrimination 
was  not  pervasive  in  Jamaica, 
coming  of  age  in  the  racially 
stratified  culture  shaped  young 
Marcus  Garvey's  perceptions  im- 
measurably. Because  of  the 
subtle  and  not  so  subtle 
methods  of  control  over  blacks 
in  Jamaica.  Garvey  developed  a 
keen  sense  of  commitment  to 
enlighten,  educate  and  em- 
power his  brethren. 

Garvey's  leadership  abilities 
became  apparent  at  a  young 


age  when  he  led  a  strike  by  a 
powerful  labor  union.  That 
leadership  cost  him  his  job  but 
also  increased  his  stature 
among  the  workers.  Soon  after, 
Garvey  began  editing  Garvey's 
Watchman.  When  it  folded  he 
founded  a  political  organization, 
the  National  Club  which  pub- 
lishedOur  Own.  It  wasthen  that 
he  came  under  the  influence  of 
Dr.  Love,  a  well-educated 
Jamaican  black  whose  example 
of  dedication  to  uplift  other 
black  Jamaicans  Marcus  Garvey 
would  emulate  on  a  grander 
global  scale. 

Garvey  travelled  and  worked 
in  various  parts  of  Central  and 
South  America  protesting  the 
work  conditions  of  blacks  on 
plantations  and  trying  to  rouse 
apathetic  laborers  before  he  ven- 
tured to  London.  There  he  met 
the  Egyptian  scholar  Duse 
Mohammed  Ali  who  awakened 
in  Garvey  an  interest  in  Africa 
and  the  conditions  of  Africans 
under  colonial  rule.  From  his 
African  and  West  Indian  asso- 
ciates in  London,  he  learned  of 
the  oppression  of  blacks  in 
those  regions.  But  it  was  from 
reading  Booker  T.  Washington's 
Up  From  Slavery  that  Marcus 
Garvey  realized  the  need  to 
develop  a  society  in  which 
blacks  were  to  govern  and 
thrive.  How  ironic  that  the  story 
of  the  accomodationist  black 
American  leader  would  be  cata- 
lytic in  the  policial  development 
of  Marcus  Garvey's  black  na- 
tionalist movement! 

An  ambitious  undertaking,  in- 
deed. These  lofty  principlesand 
goals  formed' the  basis  of  the 
movement  Marcus  Garvey  led 
from  Harlem  in  the  infancy  of 
the  20th  century.  In  Harlem, 
which  was  the  hub  of  black  artis-

The  dynamism  of  his  charac- 
ter and  eloquence  of  his  oratory 
attracted  U.S. -based  blacks  to 
the  organization  Garvey  estab- 
lished in  Jamaica  in  1914. 
Through  its  programs,  the  Uni- 
versal Black  Legion,  the  Negro 
Factories  Corporation,  the 
Black  Cross  Nurses,  the  Black 
Star  Line  and  others,  the 
U.N.I.A.-A.C.L  worked  for  the 
redemption  of  blacksaround  the 
world.  They  numbered  millions 
of  blacks  in  the  U.S.  and  in  41 
other  countries— the  largest 
(and  most  threatening)  organi- 
zation of  blacks  ever. 

Much  has  been  said  about  the 
demise  of  Garvey  and  Garvey- 
ism.  The  much-touted  financial 
downfall  of  some  of  the  U.N.I.A.- 
A.C.L.  programs,  particularly 
the  Black  Star  Line,  has  been 
attributed  to  Garvey's  personal 
mismanagement.  Indeed  Gar- 
vey was  persecuted  by  the 
United  States  government 
which  indicted  him  for  income- 
tax  evasion  in  1924.  Garvey's 
subsequent  imprisonment 
caused  controversy  even  among 
the  white  press,  some  of  whom 
questioned  whether  he  had  been 
treated  fairly. 

From  prison  Garvey  lobbied 
for  hs  own  release  while  Amy 
Jacques  Garvey— his  second 
wife-held  the  U.N. I. A.  together.

His  efforts  and  those  of  the 
U.N. I. A.  and  other  blacks  re- 
sulted in  the  commutation  of 
Garvey's  prison  sentence  by 
President  Calvin  Coolidge  in 
1927.  Immediately  after,  Garvey 
was  exiled  from  the  United 
States  to  Jamaica. 

In  Jamaica  Garvey  resumed  his 
with  characteristic  fervor.  An  in- 
ternal split  and  continued  legal 
difficulties  ultimately  signalled 
the  end  of  Garvey's  ambitious 
undertaking. 

Garvey  never  visited  the  con- 
tinent of  Africa  whose  history  he 
had  glorified  and  whose  chil- 
dren he  had  strived  to  elevate. 
His  legacy  though  wasapparent 
in  the  mid-20th  century  strug- 
gles of  black  people  world-wide 
to  liberate  themselves  from  op- 
pression—a struggle  which  con- 
tinues today.

United  States  District  Court  for 
the  Central  District  of  California 
challenging  the  constitutionality 
of  former  §  399.  In  October  1979, 
the  Department  of  Justice 
informed  both  Houses  of  Con- 
gress and  the  District  Court  that  it 
had  decided  not  to  defend  the 
constitutionality  of  the  statute. 

The  District  Court  granted  sum- 
mary judgment  in  favor  of  appel- 
lees, holding  that  §  399's  ban  on 
editorializing  violated  the  First 
Amendment.  The  court  rejected 
the  Government's  contention  that 
"§  399  serves  a  compelling  govern- 
ment interest  in  ensuring  that 
funded  noncommercial  broadcas- 
ters do  not  become  propaganda 
organs  for  the  government."  Not- 
ing the  diverse  sources  of  funding 
for  noncommercial  stations,  the 
protections  built  into  the  Public 
Broadcasting  Act  to  ensure  that 
noncommercial  broadcasters 
remain  free  of  governmental  influ- 
ence, and  the  requirements  of  the 
FCC's  fairness  doctrine  which  are 
designed  to  guard  against  one- 
sided presentation  of  controver- 
sial issues,  the  District  Court  con- 
cluded that  the  asserted  fear  of 
government  control  was  not  suffi- 
ciently compelling  to  warrent  § 
399's  restriction  on  speech.  The 
court  also  rejected  the  contention 
that  the  restriction  on  editorializ- 
ing as  necessary  to  ensure  that 
government  funding  of  noncom- 
mercial broadcast  stations  does 
not  interfere  with  the  balanced 
presentation  of  opinion  on  those 
stations.  Id.,  at  387.  The  Govern- 
ment appealed  from  the  District 
Court  judgment  directly  to  this 
Court.  U.  S.  C.  §  1252.  We  post- 
poned consideration  of  the  ques- 
tion of  our  jurisdiction  to  the  mer- 
its,   U.  S. (1983).  and 

we  now  affirm. 

We  emphasize  that  our  disposi- 
tion of  this  case  rests  upon  a  nar- 
row proposition.  We  do  not  hold 
that  the  Congress  or  the  FCC  are 
without  power  to  regulate  the  con- 
tent, timing,  orcharacterof  speech 
by  noncommercial  educational  broad- 
casting stations.  Rather,  we  hold 
only  that  the  specific  interests 
sought  to  be  advanced  by  §  399's 
ban  on  editorializing  are  either  not 
sufficiently  substantial  or  are  not 
served  in  a  sufficiently  limited 
manner  to  justify  the  substantial 
abridgementof  important  journal- 
istic freedoms  which  the  First  Amend- 
ment jealously  protects.  Accord- 
ing, the  judgment  of  the  District 
Court  is 

Affirmed. 

Justice  Rehnquist.  with  whom 
The  Chief  Justice  and  Justice 
White  join,  dissenting. 

All  but  three  paragraphs  of  the 
Court's  lengthy  opinion  in  this 
case  are  devoted  to  the  develop- 
ment of  a  scenario  in  which  the 
government  appears  as  the  "Big 
Bad  Wolf,"  and  appellee  Pacifica 
as  "Little  Red  Riding  Hood."  In  the 
Court's  scenario  the  Big  Bad  Wolf 
cruelly  forbids  Little  Red  Riding 
Hood  from  taking  to  her  grand- 
mother some  of  the  food  that  she 
is  carrying  in  her  basket.  Only 
three  paragraphs  are  used  to  deli- 
neate a  truer  picture  of  the  lit- 
igants, wherein  it  appears  that 
some  of  the  food  in  the  basket  was 
given  to  Little  Red  Riding  Hood  by 
the  Big  Bad  Wolf  himself,  and  that 


the  Big  Bad  Wolf  has  told  Little 
Red  Riding  Hood  in  advance  that 
if  she  accepted  his  food  she  would 
have  to  abide  by  his  conditions. 
Congress  in  enacting  §  399  of  the 
Public  Broadcasting  Act,  has 
simply  determined  that  public 
funds  shall  not  be  used  to  subsid- 
ize noncommercial,  educational 
broadcasting  stations  which 
engage  in  "editorializing"  or  which 
support  or  oppose  any  political 
candidate.  I  do  not  believe  that 
anything  in  the  First  Amendment 
to  the  United  States  Constitution 
prevents  Congress  from  choosing 
to  spend  public  monies  in  that 
manner.  Perhaps  a  more  approp- 
riate analogy  than  that  of  Little 
Red  Riding  Hood  and  the  Big  Bad 
Wolf  is  that  of  Faust  and  Mephis- 
topheles;  Pacifica.  well  aware  of  § 
399's  condition  on  its  receipt  of 
public  money,  nonetheless 
accepted  the  public  money  and 
now  seeks  to  avoid  the  conditions 
which  Congress  legitimately  has 
attached  to  receipt  of  that  funding. 

While  noncommercial,  educa- 
tional broadcasting  has  a  long  his- 
tory in  this  country,  its  success 
was  spotty  at  best  until  the  Federal 
Government  came  to  its  assistance 
some  45  years  ago. 

Here,  in  my  view,  Congress  has 
ratoinally  concluded  that  the  bulk 
of  taxpayers  whose  monies  pro- 
vide the  funds  for  grants  by  the 
CPB  would  prefer  not  to  see  the 
management  of  public  stations 
engage  in  editorializing  or  the 
endorsing  or  opposing  of  political 
candidates.  Because  Congress" 
decision  to  enact  §  399  is  a  rational 
exercise  of  its  spending  powers 
and  strictly  neutral.  +  would  hold 
that  nothing  in  the  First  Amend- 
ment makes  it  unconstitutional. 
Accordingly,  I  would  reverse  the 
judgment  of  the  District  Court. 

Justice  White:  Believing  that  the 
editorializing  and  candidateendorse- 
ment  proscription  stand  or  fall 
together  and  being  condident  that 
Congress  may  condition  use  of  its 
funds  on  abstaining  from  political 
endorsements,  I  join  Justice 
Rehnquist's  dissenting  opinion. 

Justice  Stevens,  dissenting. 

The  court  jester  who  mocks  the 
King  must  choose  his  words  with 
great  care.  An  artist  is  likely  to 
paint  a  flattering  portrait  of  his 
patron.  The  child  who  wants  a  new 
toy  does  not  preface  his  request 
with  a  comment  on  how  fat  his 
mother  is.  Newspaper  publishers 
have  been  known  to  listen  to  their 
advertising  managers.  Elected 
officials  may  remember  how  their 
elections  were  financed.  By  enact- 
ing the  statutory  provision  that  the 
Court  invalidates  today,  a  sophis- 
ticated group  of  legislators 
expressed  a  concern  about  the 
potential  impact  of  government 
funds  on  pervasive  and  powerful 
organs  of  mass  communication. 
One  need  not  have  heard  the  rau- 
cous voice  of  Adloph  Hitler  over 
Radio  Berlin  to  appreciate  the  impor- 
tance of  that  concern 

As  Justice  White  correctly  notes, 
the  statutory  prohibitions  against 
editorializing  and  candidate  endorse- 
ments rest  on  the  same  founda- 
tion. In  my  opinion  that  founda- 
tion is  far  stronger  than  merely  a 
rational  basis"  and  it  is  not  weak- 
ened by  the  fact  that  it  is  but- 
tressed by  other  provisions  that

are  also  designed  to  avoid  the 
insidious  evils  of  government  propa- 
ganda favoring  particular  points 
of  view.  The  quality  of  the  interest 
in  maintaining  government  neu- 
trality in  the  free  market  of  ideas 
—of  avoiding  subtle  forms  of  cen- 
sorship and  propaganda  —  out- 
weigh the  impact  on  expression 
that  results  from  this  statute. 
Indeed,  by  simply  terminating  or 
reducing  funding,  Congress  could 
curtail  much  more  expression  with 
no  risk  whatever  of  a  constitu- 
tional transgression. 

The  relevant  facts  may  be  briefly 
stated.  Appellee  League  of  Women 
Voters  of  California,  a  non-profit 
organization,  wants  to  enlist  the 
"editorial  support"  of  educational 
broadcasters  in  support  of  its 
causes.  Appellee  Henry  Waxman, 
a  regular  listener  and  viewer  of 
educational  stations,  desires  to 
hear  the  "editorial  opinions"  of 
educational  stations.  Appellee 
Pacifica.  a  non-profit  educational 
corporation  which  operates  five 
educational  radio  stations  —  the 
broadcasts  from  which  reach  20 
percent  of  the  Nation's  population 
—  wants  to  "broadcast  its  views  on 
various  important  public  issues, 
and . . .  clearly  label  those  views  as 
being  editorials  broadcast  on 
behalf    of    the     Pacifica

In  short,  Pacifica  wants  to  broad- 
cast its  views  to  Waxman  via  its 
radio  stations;  Waxman  wants  to 
listen  to  those  views  on  his  radio; 
and  the  League  of  Women  Voters 
wants  a  chance  to  convince  Pacif- 
ica to  take  positions  its  members 
favor  in  its  radio  broadcasts. 

There  is  simply  no  sensible  basis 
for  considering  this  regulation  a 
viewpoint  restriction  —  or,  to  use 
the  Court's  favorite  phrase,  to  con- 
demn it  as  "content-based"  — 
because  it  applies  equally  to  sta- 
tion owners  of  all  shades  of 
opinion.  Morever,  the  justification 
for  the  prohibition  is  not  based  on 
the  "offensiveness"  of  the  mes- 
sages in  the  sense  that  that  term 
was  used  in  Consolidated  Edison. 
Here,  it  is  true  that  taxpayers  might 
find  it  offensive  if  their  tax  monies 
were  being  used  to  subsidize  the 
expression  of  editorial  opinion 
with  which  they  disagree,  but  it  is 
the  fact  of  the  subsidy  —  not  just 
the  expression  of  the  opinion  — 
that  legitimates  this  justification. 
Furthermore,  and  of  greater  impor- 
tance, the  principal  justification 
for  this  prohibition  is  the  overrid- 
ing interest  in  forestalling  the 
creation  of  propaganda  organs  for 
the  Government.
